‘The imitative 
‘qualities of the Germans have already been 
commented upon, but it is interesting, to 
note that they did not fail to copy the 
Russians by seltiny up their Harassing Harry 
to butt in on Britain's home service broad- 
feasts. In another column appears a short 
faceount of his activities. It Harry cannot do 
better than he is reported to have done, 
Goebbels might just as well save his money. 
and sack him. What is required for work of 
this sort is the thing which the Germans 
very obviously do not possess and that is a 
nimble wit. ‘The heavy-footed qualities, of 
Harry's humour are clearly indicated in the 
report published today, though he will doubt- 
Iessly delight many people abroad with his 
remark ‘Too much talk; we want food.” 
‘This significant admission by the German 
propagandist is a striking tribute to the effi~ 
ieney of the blockade maintained by the 
British Navy. 

There are other samples of gorgeous 
Inilariousness such as “Why don't you tell us 
the truth?”—a very proper question follow- 
ing Harry's own admission, —"How sweet of 
him!” and ‘3. Churchill will get his cigars.’ 
Of course he will; the British Navy, again, 
will see to that, while Hitler, if he smoked, 
would doubtless have to be content with the 
dried grass which passes for cigarette tobacco 
in the paradise of the Nazis. Harry's 
humour, his sparkling wit have about them 
all the grace of an elephant’s foot, It appears 
to have been just another of those turgid 
performances to be expected from people 
Whose vehement claims to culture show quite 
clearly that they have none. The whole 
trouble is that when the Nazis are natural 
they are really funny, with theit’ preposterous 
‘goose-stepping and ridiculous hand-raising, 
but when they try to be funny they are simply 
ridiculous, ‘That is clearly indicated locally 
when the Germans put on their two alleged 
back-chat comedians, who are worth listen~ 
Ing to once, just to get to understand what 
abject fools they make of themselves. As 
hhumourists they would doubtless, make very 
good municipal “scarlet rinners.” 

Britain appears 10 have a ready-made 
remedy at hand. Berlin goes silent when 
there is an air-raid overhead, or in the offing. 
That fact can be availed ‘of to give the 
German listeners on Berlin's own wavelength 
some idea of the truths which the Nazis go 
to extreme lengths to keep from the know- 
ledge of their people, ‘They can, of course, 
forbid their nationals to Usten-in ‘during alr= 
raids, but that will only serve to raise the 
question in thinking German minds as to 
what it is now that the Nazis would like to 
withhold from them. It is clear that up to 
the present the Russians have the edge over 
their German enemies in the matter of using 
the radio as an instrument of war, and there 
is not the slightest doubt that the British 
radio engineers will find some means of 
elrcumventing Germany's Harassing Harry, 
or for that matter Garbling Goebbels, How 
the war in the air will ultimately develop 
only the future will show. "Up to the present 
both sides have refrained from “Jamming” 
gach other, though it 1s not at all unlikely 
that some ‘such development, will eventually 
deprive the radio of its fine status ag a means 
of disseminating war propaganda. 























AN UNWISE SPEECH 
et. 17, 

In a lecture at Tokyo on Wednesday night, 
Captain Hideo Hiraide, Navy spokesman, 
declared that American-Japanese’ relations 
wero extremely critical, but that the 
Japanese Navy was in an exéellent con- 
dition and was getting increasingly stronger 
having completed preparations to meet the 
worst, For some time past, indeed sinee the 
‘opening of the latest German offensive against 
the Russians, while the Japanese Government 
has been maintaining complote silence, the 
ross has been indulging in the ancient game 
of drumming-up the war spirit amongst the 
Japanese masses, Just why Capt, Hiralde, 
‘whose official connection with the’ Japanese 
Government cannot be overlooked, should 
decide to state that “in fact the Japanese Navy 
is itching for action,” at such a juncture as 
this is not at all clear. Tt ean be pointed out 
that such a statement, by so high an official 
as the Navy spokesman, cannot in any way 
contribute fo the maintenance of the present 
precarious position, and can only have the 
‘affect of increasing the existing deterioration, 

Capt. Hiraide declares that despite the 
efforts of the Japanese Government the part 
ing of the ways has now been reached. 
‘There is nothing coming out of Washington 
fo suggest that this view is accepted there. 
Tho United States Government is quite pre= 
pared {0 allow things to 40 on as they are 
at present, without doing anything calewated 
to worsen’ U.S.-Japanese relations, leaving it 
entirely up to Tokyo to take the next step. 
‘There will, however, be no attempt by 
Washington ‘to appease Japan. ‘The th..c for 
that has long passed. Neither Britain nor the 
United States will abandon the protection 
of their essential rights in this part of the 
world, and the decision as to whether there 
is to be war in the Pacifle or not, rests ct 
firely with Japan, as does also the respons~ 
Sbility, should a conflagration occur. Tt is, 
a lamentable fact that, despite all the ye- 
presentations which have been mado fo the 
Japanese, ‘they completely fail to. realize 



































that any ‘step taken further to implement the 
policy they have been following for some 
Years past must meet with resistance, and 
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with “such, 
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such a resistance as the Japanese may have 
every reason to fear. 

‘There’has been a very dangerous tendency 
in Tokyo to regard the phenomenal patience 
Which “Great ‘Beta ‘ant the United States 

wwe displayed towards Japanese actions 8 
a sign of weakness, ‘Those who hold that 
Yiewsand they are encouraged to do so 
by the German experts of whom there are 
£0 many in Japan, solely in order to secure 
Snpanese ‘assistance fer the Fackety Axis 


which is already showing signs of strain,—| 


are sadly mistaken. With regard to. Great 
Britain it has been quite clearly indicated 
‘that the situation in Europe is such that pre~ 
gccupations there would not prevent the 
despatch of adequate naval strength to the 
Far East should that become necessary, and 
reinforcements the combined 
Buith and American fects would be con: 
siderably stronger than anything the Japanese 
could send to sea, Added to that it needs 
fo be remembered that in such a war as 
would be fought in the Pacific, consisting 
Imalnly of a long range, blockade of | the 
Japanese Empire it would be quite impossi 
for the Japanese to force a decision, and that 
Japan would be subjected to an intense 
‘economic strangulation all the more effective

China has already reduced her. 
Tt is because of these things that Capt. 
Hiraide’s lecture is greatly to be regretted. 
Tt can’ be regarded as tending definitely 
towards a worsening of the present situation, 
especially if it represents the views of the 
Japanese Government, which is to be assumed 
jn the Tight of his official position, A more 
reasonable view of the situation is that Japan 
‘would be well-advised carefully to consider | 
what is happening in Europe and to take 
stock of future possibilities. The capture of| 
‘Moscow will not mean the collapse of Russia 
as a fighting power. Its ability to carry on 
as regards war material is better than German 
Propaganda would have the world believe, 
for at least forty per cent. of Russia's wat 
industry is east, and not west of the Urals. 
Nor would the total elimination of Russia— 
a most unlikely event,—improve Japan's 
chances against Britain and the United States 
Te remains to be sald that, if Capt. Hiraide 
Uelieves his country is at the cross-roads, 
she has arrived there entirely of her own 
volition. "She has tit the, opportunity ot 
retracing her steps, and if she does not, the 
results to her may very well prove tragic. 














GERMAN MORAL 
Oct. 17. 

While the New York "Sun" quotes un- 
Impeachable sources on the subject of the 
aropping German moral, Tass quotes letters 
found ‘on dead German soldiers, indicating 
that the writers in thelr communications to 
their folks at home express anxiety over the 
coming ‘winter. Gradually itis being 
‘brought home to the German masses that the 
vietories which the German arms have 
secured have not brought peace, but more 
fighting, more losses and a prolongation of 
the suffering of the whole country. 
important conclusion which has been drawn 
is that German propaganda has overreached 
fself, that Hitler's theory, that his’ “sheep- 
headed” people would believe any lie if it 
was big enough, and repeated often enough 
ig no longer producing the desired’ effect. 
Tt was a theory apparently based upon the 
experiences of the last war, but radio has 
changed all that, and, despite the endeavour 
to. prevent Germans and. the people in 
‘occupied territory. from listening to foreign 
broadcasts, large numbers of people on the 
European ‘continent are fully apprised of 

recisoly those truths which the Nazis would 

ieep from them. 

‘The excellence of Russian radio pro- 
paganda is reported to be producing results, 
while the rapid spread of the “V for victory 
movement over the Continent is the clearest 
possible proof that the broadcasts of the 
democracies aro having very definite results. 
But it is probably in the failure of the Nazi 
leaders to keep thelr promises to their own 
people that the most important factor tending 
Towards the diminishing of German moral 
ig to be found. Since September, 1939, the 
German masses have been experiencing that 
hope deterred which maketh the heart sick, 
Tt was to be a short war, over before the 
inter of 1939. ‘Then it, was to be ended 
‘August 15, 1949. Certainly Germany 
would not have’ to pass through a second 
winter at war. ‘Then a decision was to be 
Torced in the spring of 1041, Now Hitler 
has promised his people that they will have 
better weapons to fight with in 1042, giving 
them due notice that a third war’ winter 
of discomfort and privation has to be faced. 
Tt is no wonder that a fecling of futility 
is spreading throughout the German masses, 
who during the last wo years have been 
brought toa realization that they are in- 
volved in what will be a long war, the out- 
come of which they know now is not so 
certain as they were told it would be. 

‘Added to the failure to prevent people in 
‘occupied countries listening to democratic 
and “Russian broadcasts, and the inability 
Of the Nazi loaders to fuinl their promises to 
the German people, must be the effect of 
the letters sent home by men at the front. 
‘Obviously, if some are found partially com= 
pleted on’ the bodies of German dead and. 
Wounded, others must have reached thelr 
intended ‘destinations, avhich means that the 
anxioties felt on the Hussian front by German 
troops will tend to increase those entertained 
by the civilians in Germany itself. Corporal 
Gerhardt Rademacher writing to his fancée, 
according to Tass, remarks “This Is already 
the fourth month of war. (Obviously he had 
not expected tt would last so long.) What the 
future will bring nobody knows, but all of

FRENCH REVELATIONS

of the campaign in France, throws an inter~ 
‘esting light on the conditions prevailing when | 
the struggle commenced with the German 
Invasion of Boland, The two, document 
incidentally, .form a, complet n of 
the German plea that the Anglo-French 
‘Alliance wanted war and forced it upon 
Europe; for a more general picture of un- 
readiness it is difficult to conceive. Of] 
course, there is mare than, a possiblity that 
fn the investigations which are being con- 
ducted by the Counell of Political Justice 
there is a certain amount of bias because 
of the desire of those at t in power| 
fo score off former political opponents. | But 
the finding of general unpreparedness is s0 
jemphasized ‘by. Viscount “Gort’s despatches, 
‘that the Council's findings can be accepted 
as approximating the truth. 

It Is a question for historians of the future 
to decide whether the men whom! the 
Council so roundly condemns were really 
as guilty as It Is sought to prove them, or 
whether they were the victims of an evil 
system which had been allowed to develop 
in France, not only by the Cabinet in power 
at the time of the declaration of war, but 
‘also by its many rs. There has: 
been ‘a general tendency ever since the 
collapse of France to: find scapegoats, and 
fn the Cabinet, oMlciating at the time of 
the commencement of the war until the 
final surrender, ready victims were found. 
That there was uncertainty, inefficiency and| 
‘sheer inability seems clearly to have been 
proved, but if the Council of Political 
Sustice’ is to perform its duties thoroughly | 
fand without fear or favour, it is apparent] 
that it will have to go much further back 
than the years immediately preceding the 
war. Cabinets are so often the legatees of] 
the mistakes of thelr predecessors. That 
‘was clearly the case with that of Mr. Cham- 
[berlain.. Tt has also been the case with Mr. 
Churchill's ministry, ‘but, with that char- 
acteristic energy which is his, he has managed | 
to shake himself free from the disadvantages 
which those who went before him bequeathed. | 

It Is stated that Lord Gort’s despatches 
show that the main causes of the Flanders! 
tragedy were, firstly, the failure of “Allied 
support on elther flank, secondly, a so-called 
‘Weygand plan which was based upon thin 
air, thirdly, lack of liaison, and fourthly in- 
Suiftelent equipment and insufficient reserves. 
If, as he claims, General Weygand’s plans 
were imperfect it would seem that that officer 
‘should also receive some attention at the 
hands of the Council of Political Justice, 
though there is to be said in his favour that 
he was only recalled to France when indeed 
the situation had already become serious. 
What omerges so clearly from the report of 
the Council, and the short account of Viscount 
Gort’s despatches is the fact that neither 
Britain nor France were really in a position 
‘to engage on a war on the scale, which it] 
is clear now Germany had planned. If that] 
was the state of affairs in the summer of| 
1940 what must have been the situation in 
September, 1938? The magnificent fight 
which the’ Russians are putting up is only 
possible because of years of planning and a) 
full realization of what war of today means. 

‘That does not appear to have been realized 
in either Britain or France. Such men as) 
General de Gaulle in France, and Captain 
‘Liddell Hart in Britain, appear fully fo have 
realized what lines modern warfare would 
follow, but in both cases their warnings and 
advice fell on deat ears. It was not only to| 
the French Cabinet which decided upon war 
that General de Gaulle’s warnings had been 
addressed, but to military officers and mini 
stries which preceded It, and it follows that 
they, are Just as guilty as those others whom 




















would be unfair to those men to assume that 
their guilt has been proved. ‘That is the 
finding of the Couneil, though a very different 
Idea might prevail if their defences were 
made public. It is possible that these men 
have made revelations in defending them: 
selves which would be highly unpalatable 
to those now in control of France, whose book

‘and officers where they cannot place thelr 
jeases before the bar of public opinion. The 
facts of inefficiency and ineptitude appear 
to have.been proved, but it is not clear that 
‘all the guilty. men’ of France have been 
Brought to Justice, or that they ever will.

Capture of the Siberian 
Maritime Province would remove the’ con~ 
finual aeroplane threat to Japan's industrial 
centres, and with her, backdoor thus’ pro- 
fected "a Japanese venture. southward could 
be undertaken with less sk than exists at 
the present ‘moment. Whether Japan will 
move in the north first remains io be seen, 
but, ‘geographically speaking, it is the most 
logical course fo take. It would seem, how- 
ever, that with winter so near the Japanese

Until next spring, or early summer. There 
is, of course, no certainty that the Japanese 
would provail against the Russian ‘Siberian 
mics.”

Jast the local enemy propaganda rag claimed 
that the German armies had broken through 
in the centre and were within two kilometres 
of Moscow. ‘This appears to be about the 
third (ime that Marshal ‘Timoshenko's armies| 
fave been destroyed, whereas it is known| 
that the German onslaught which was still 
proceeding at some pace a week ago has 
Qenitely been slowed down, and that the 
Germans never were anywhere near two 
Kilometres from the Soviet capital. It also 
‘appears that the German claims of victory. 
at Bryansk and Viazma are to be regarded 
With equal suspicion, for the Russians claim 
that two German attempts to encircle Soviet 
troops at Bryansk have been forestalled, and 
that the Nazis were unable to secure the| 
vietory on which they reckoned. 

‘Where the Germans do appear to have 
secured a-real success is in the taking of| 
Odessa, ‘That they alleged some weeks ago| 
was oncireled and subject to siege, but it! 
now appears that the Russians succeeded in| 
withdrawing from the port, and are disposing | 
the gavrison elsewhere in the line. It would | 
seem that the Soviet was able to extricate| 
the force defending the city by sea, and the| 
figures given of the losses inflicted ‘upon the| 
enemy during thelr investment of Odessa 
indicate that the Germans, and more parti- 
cularly the Rumanians paid a heavy price 
for their gain, ‘The general impression formed 
ig that the Russians have considerably inten- 
sified thelr resistance to the German onslaught 
‘and that the reinforcements which have been 
brought up are beginning to tell against the| 
Germans who must be fatigued by the two| 
‘weeks of stern fighting which have elapsed 
sine the offensive first began. What was 
first a rapidly moving attack, persisted in day 
and night with the Germans using all the 
reserves immediately available ‘has been 
slowed down. ‘True the Russians have had to 
fall back a considerable distance, but even 
now it is indicated that the Germans are not 
yet within fifty miles of the capital. 

‘The stubbornness of the Russian resistance 
has given the Soviet high command much 
time’ in which to prepare the defences of! 
Moscow. It is indicated that it is the inten-' 
tion of the Government to defend Moscow | 
to the very last, and that the Germans will 
be made to pay just as heavily for the 
capital, if they ever do capture it, as, they! 
have been made to pay elsewhere, If the| 
Germans reach Moscow, and the defenders: 
are able to Keep them bogged down in the| 
open around the city all through the winter, 
that in itself would be a very considerable: 
achievement. As it Is, the tenacity of Russian. 
eslstance has more than matched the Ger~ 
man will to advance and has introduced the 
time “element which should stand the| 
defenders of Moscow in good stead should 
they’ be called upon to man the fortifications 
which have been thrown up around the eity. 
In the south the Germans appear to have| 
‘een ‘making some progress towards Rostov, 
and it is possible that with the advent of bad 
weather more attention will be devoted to 
this theatre than has been the case up to the 
present. The capture of that city would 
open the way to the Caucasus which it is 
believed will be most strongly defended. 

While the situation is stilt serious on the} 
Russian front, there appears to be a, definite 
Improvement’ during, the past, week. The] 
Germans are plainly behind thelr timetable, 
and the fantastic claims which they make 
are clear indication of the grave need which 
they feel for brilliant successes with which 
to allay the growing’ anxiety concerning this 
war which it is known now exists in Ger- 
many’ Itself, Failure to attain their ob-| 
Jectives. quickly led to the German story that| 
the destruction of the Soviet armies was the] 
main desire, ‘That they do with amazing] 
frequency, and the annoying part of the] 
‘Soviet forces is that when they are destroyed 
they very improperly refuse to remain $0. 
‘Had the latest German claims been true the| 
way to Moscow should long have been open. 
they allege three hundred Soviet divi. 
sions have been accounted from since th 
commencement of the campaign Russian re- 
sistance should Jong have been overcome, but 
‘the facts are that the Russian armies are’ still 
in being, and that the Germans, despite re- 
peated attempts, have failed to drive any-

It fs said, that when on October 21, 1805, 
Nelson ‘drafted his famous signal, it was 
originally worded “Nelson confides that every 
man will do his duty.” On, the suggestion 
of one of his officers “England” was substitut~ 
ed for his own name, which would have been 
fan inspiration and an appeal, perfectly con~ 
sistent with the tone of the man at all times, 
and he agreed, to the change with that in= 
difference to be expected of one to whom 
self and country were identical at that hour, 
NExpeets™ replaced “confides” because the 
latter would have to be spelled out letter by 
le(ter in a long string of flags. And so Nel~ 
son’s great signal came down in history in 
the form as it is now known. After it had 
been made the English fleet engaged that of 
the’ Allies and they were defeated so de- 
cisively that all danger of the long-awaited 
Napoleonic invasion of the British Isles was 
removed, though the struggle was to go on 
for another ten weary years before the pride 
of Napoleon was finally humbled. A part of 
the price of victory was Nelson’s life. ‘Before 
he passed on he made the proud but humble 
claim with thanksgiving: “I have done my 
duty. ‘Thank God for that!’ 

It Is a fine thing fdr a man to be able to. 
say at the end of his life, and to say with 
truth that he has done his duty, for the know- 
ledge that that is the ease induces a tran- 
quillity of spirit in whieh fear of the infinite

When Prince Fumimaro Konoye formed 
his first government in Japan in January 
1937, with Mr. Koki Hirota as Foreign 
Minister, he inherited four major problems 
which had been deeply stirring Japanese 
Polities for a year and a half before. An| 
attempt to solve these problems was made| 
the condition of his assumption of office by: 
General Gen Sugiyama, the War Minister, 
and they became the platform’of the Konoye 
cabinet. They were, in the words in which 
they were reported at the time:—A clarifica~ 
tion of the popular concept of the national 
structures political reform of party 
system; stabilization of the national life; and 
Improvement of national defence. To these 
were added during the cabinet, reshuffle | 
which toole place in May 1938, when General 
Ugaki was installed as Foreign Minister, the 
determination “to pursue the fixed objective 
of the China incident.” Since January 1937 
there have been seven different governments 
in Japan and eight different cabinets, if the 
second cabinet of the first Konoye administra 
tion is counted in. ‘And the theme of these 
five points of the original Konoye platform 
fs to be found running through the declara- 
tions of each one of them, as it took office. 
‘To make this plain it may be as well to 
summarize the platforms as they were an- 
nounced. since the failure of the preceding 
Jeabinet ‘may be roughly measured by the 
pledges of the cabinet which succeeded it. 
‘On January 5, 1939, Baron Hiranuma be- 
‘came Prime Minister, with Mr. Hachiro Arita 
‘as Foreign Minister.” The objectives of this 
new government were set forth as follows:— 
Prosecution of the China campaign and the 
realization of the Konoye statement of 
December 22, 1938, which eventually proved 
the pledge upon which the Nanking govern- 
ment of Mr. Wang Ching-wel was founded: 
extension of armaments; improvement of 
‘national moral; stronger ties with Germany 
andsItaly; expansion of production and the 
promotion of trade. Internal political reform 
was not given prominence, since the 
Hiranuma cabinet, was ‘committed, to eon 
tutional government on the accep: 
Tines,. On August 26, 1030, General Nobuyult 
‘Abe became Prime Minister and. Foreign 
Minister, after the Hiranuma government had 
been forced (o resign following the signature

In September 
‘Admiral K. Nomura was appointed Ambassa~ 
dor to the United States in an attempt to 
bring the two great Pacific powers into more 
friendly ‘relations. Little came of this, how= 
ever, “and. in January” 1940, Admiral 
‘Mitsimasa Yonai took over. ‘The objectives 
of this Afth cabinet since the beginning of 
1937 were the immediate supply of rice: to 
Japan, where an acute’ shorloge had 
developed; a repudiation of any intention to 
‘make an alliance with the Axis powers; and 
{he establishment of a Central Government, 
of China, with whom peace could be made 
{in this country. “The cabinet was shorilived, 
and in July 1640 Prince Konoye was again 
entrusted with the formation of another 
abinet, with Mr, Yosuke Matsuoka as For- 
feign Minister, and a platform which included 
the strengthening of the domestic front and 
the “abolition of. the liberal multi-party 
system in Japan. It may be significant that 
Mr. Naoki Hoshino, ‘who is Chief Cabinet 
Secretary in the “Tojo” government, was 
appointed Secretary of the Cabinet Planning 
Board in this government and entrusted with 
carrying out ‘this last. item. The. Foreign 
Minister was responsible for the Axis tri- 
partite treaty and the Neutrality ‘Treaty with 
Russia, which were contradictory and caused 
the government's fal. 

In July 1941 Prince Konoye formed his! 
third Government, with Admiral Toyoda as 
Foreign Minister.” This cabinet pledged. it~ 
reif fo settle internal affairs on the basis of 
national policies and to carry out Japan's 
immutable policy based on the settlement of 
the China” incident. Under” it, Admiral 
Nomura began conversations. in Washington 
with a. view to straightening out Japanese 
‘American differences, and the lack of any 
‘common grounds for discussion of these dit- 
ferences contributed to the collapse of the! 
cabinet to make way for that of General 
Hideki Tojo, who is now in power. The ob- 
Jectives of this new cabinet have s0 for been 
only briefly "outlined as the settlement | 
of” the China" incident; the internal 
Consolidation of the wartime structure of the 
Ration and the strengihening of, es with 
treaty nations, le. the Axis, It will be seen 
that” all the’ Prime Ministers” committed 
themselves to internal reforms, except Baron 
Hiranuma, who pledged improvement of na 
tional moral, and Admiral Yonal, who hai 
to meet the shortage of ice. "All Premiers 
without exception pledged the termination of 
the China incident. in short, there "has 
been “remarkable consistency’ in every 
line of national policy taken by these cabinets 
except in the realm of foreign affairs. In 
this realm the Hiranuma cabinet supported 
stronger tles with the Axis. This was before 
ihe ‘outbreak of the European’ war. Under 
General Abe, there was. swing towards an! 
Independent ‘foreign policy, ‘The European 
war broke out three days after he had stated 
this aim. “Under Admiral Yonai- Japan 
avolded any entanglements with the Axis. 
‘This was before Hitler launched his Blitz~ 
krieg ‘on. the Low Countries, In the next 
cabinet, Mr, ‘Matsuoka committed his coun= | 
try to the Axis alliance and to the neutrality 
Treaty with Moscow. Under his. successor, 
‘Admiral Nomura attempted to resume friend- 
ly contacts with the United States. And un-

Another Peace Move ?
